take  such  othor  steps  as  may  bo  neces- 
sary In  order  that  some  action 
may  be  taken  by  the  Government  at  the 
present  session. 

Alderman.  Todd,  in  Introducing  hln 
resolution,  spoke  at  length  on  the  im- 
mense importance  of  the-  project  to  Van- 
couver Island  In  general  and  to  Vic- 
toria in  particular.  He  cited  the  great 
impetus  In  trade  which  must  take  place 
*JiW  We"fcu*une'  Canal  was  opened  and 
prophesied  that,  with  through  rail  con- 
nection  to  ;tbO  West  Coast,  of  Vancouver 
island,  this  city  would  become  the  great 
trade  centre  on  the  Pacific  Coast  of  the 
Dominion,  for  the  Orlcnal  as  well  as 
the  Prairie  trade.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  great  projects  now  under  way  in 
Canada  would  soon  be  computed,  he  be- 
lieved the  time  opportune  to  approach- 
the  Government.  Easterners  were  evi- 
dently thinking' the '-same  thing,  as  there 
was  now  an  agitation  tor  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Georgian  Bay  canal.  It  was. 
He  Believed. '  the  OOwrnmeM'S  dUty  to 
secure  full  Information  on  the  matter 
so  that  it  would  be  in  a  position  to  say 
definitely  whether  it.  would  go  ahead  or 
that  it  could  not  be  done..  .  He  paid ' '  a> 
tribute  to  TEh>  work  ofTthT  committee 
WnJc*  went  to  Ottawa  last  year  and 
urged: .that  his  auggeatton  ;  would  be 
furthering  the  work  Of  that  commit- 
tee. 

Alderman  McNeill,  pointing  to  the 
great  harbor  and  drydock  projects  com- 
roenced  here,  urged  the  Seymour  Nar- 
rows bridge  as  the  necessary  and  final 
Work  to  ensure  the  future  usefulness  of 
the  works. 

Alderman  CUthbert  chairman  of  the 
citlsens'  committee  which  went  to  Otta- 
wa last  year,  recited  the  steps  taken 
then  and  subsequently  to  urge  action  by 
the  Government.  An  engineer  has  been 
sought,  but  the  one  the  Government  con- 
ferred with  had  asked  an  exhorbitant  fee 
and  his  services  were 'not' secured.  This 
was  what  prevented  the  estimates  for 
the  present  year  containing  an  appropri- 
ation for  preliminary  work.  Only  two 
weeks  age  he  (Alderman  Cuthbert)  had 
wired  to  Mr.  B\  H.  Shepherd.  M.  P., 
«ski  to  again  take  the  matter  up 

with  the  Premier  and  Minister  of  Pub- 
lic Worka,.  As  Mr.  Bord.n  had  returned 
from  his  vacation  in  the  Sonth,  doubt- 
less an  answer  to  that  telegram  would 
-*«  <reeMve<l  shortly. 

Alderman  Cuthbert  point-,  ..  fact 

that  Victoria  had  been  slven  public 
works  aggregating  minions  and  it  might 
not  be  wise  for  the  city's  representative 
at  Ottawa  to  ask  for  another  large  work 
Just  at  present  unless  the  move  was 
backed  up  by  a  concerted  and  largo 
popular  movement.  Such  a  movement 
should  be  worked  up  and  Victoria  and 
the  Island  should  call  "upon  the  Govern- 
ment to  redeem  the  promises  made 
thirty  years  ago. 

Aldermen  Dllworth  and  McCandleas, 
while  approving  of  any  step  which  would 
advance  the  project,  doubted  If  it 
would  be  wise  at  this  time  to  send  a 
delegation  to  Ottawa.  The  members 
there  could  well  interview  the  Govern- 
ment and  press  the  claims  made  by  last 
years*  committee. 

Aldermen  Fullerton,  Sargent  and  Mo 
Netll  strongly  urged  sending  delegates, 
each  discussing  at  length  the1  advan- 
tages to  b*.  i  by  all-rail  connec- 
tion with  the  Mainland,  while  Alderman 
Bell  thought  the  reply/to  the  exlm 
committee's  latest  communication 
might  not  necessitate  another  delega- 
tion.

Pamphlets 
have  been  issued  dealing  with  each  of 
the  sections  opened,  giving  valuable  in- 
formation  for  intending  settlers. 

The  latest  addition  to  this  series  of 
booklets,  which  is  illustrated  from 
photographs  made  by  surveyors  and 
others,  deals  with  a  district,  which, 
since  the  announcement  was  made  of 
the  early  construction  of  a  railroad  into 
It,  has  attracted  considerable  attention. 
From  all  reports— and  withthe  activity 
of  the  survey  branch  of  the  Department 
of  Lands  In  making  surveys  In  advance 
of  settlement  much  more  information 
is  how  available  regarding  this  part  of 
the  Province — there  arc  large  areas  of 
fertile  lands  well  suited  to  mixed  farm- 
ing, dairying  and  cattle-raising-.  To  give 
access  to  this  part  of  the  Province  pro- 
vision has  been  made  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  Rail- 
way, now  being  built  between  the  Coast 
and  Fort  George,  from  that  point  into 
the  Peace  River  Valley  to  the  Eastern 
boundary  of  the  Province.

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We'  have  no  desire  to  prolong  the 
discussion  of  the  half -holiday  question, 
but  as  the  following  from/  London 
Sketch  deals  with  a  phase  of .  the  ques- 
tion which  The  Colonist  has  laid  stress 
upon,  namely,  the  unsenslblenesa  of  Sat- 
urday afternoon  for  a  half- holiday  off 
in  the  shops,  we  quote  it: 

Many  working  people  only  gejt  paid  on 
Saturdays,  and  tho  weekly  shopping  can- 
not anticipate  that  stupendous  tevent. 
So  that  while  we  are  exalting  In  the 
benefits  which  have  accrued,  to  men, 
women,  youths,  and  flappers  by  tho  Sat- 
3tfen£rjt*rly  closing,  and  endeavoring  to 
extend  the  scope  of  those  benefits,  •  we 
must  realise  tho  true  difficulty,  and  the 
only   way    to   get  round  it. 

If*  all  shops,  factories,  and  offices 
are  to  close  on  Saturday  afternoon  all 
wages  must  be  payable  on  Thursday,  or, 
at  latest,  on  Friday.  Which  moan*  that 
either  the  week  must  start  on  Friday 
or  Saturday,  or  that  employers  must 
take  the  risk  of  paying  for  one  day's  or 
for  two  days'  work  before  it  la  done* 
To  clOse  the  shops  precisely  when 
working .  women  have  been'  give*  the 
money  for  their  shopping  would  be  as; 
stupid  as  it  wouid  he  tyrannical.  How- 
ever,  you  make  your  arrangements  Shops 
will  have  to  be  open  on  one  day  of 
the  week  when  working  people  have  got 
their  week's  wages,  and;  at  -an  hour 
when  they  are  free  to  spend  It 

It  is  no  use  asking  women  to  do  their 
shopping  on  Saturday  morning.  The 
wives  of  workers  are  often  far  too  busy 
in  the  morning  to  go  gadding  about;* 
when  they  have  children  shopping  on  a 
large  scale  may  he  possible  only  after 
the  children  have  been  put  "  to  bed; 
while  the  week's  purchasing  is  nearly 
always  an  adventure  which  the  hus- 
band, and  wife  wish  to  face  together. 
Watch  a  working-class  couple  at  the 
market t— and.  you  will  realize  of  what 
a  big  slice  of  life  you  would  deprive 
'them  ifyou  made  It  impossible  for  the 
man  and  wife  to  market  together. 

This  expression  of  opinion  Is  the  more 
important  because  it  comes  from  a  bust' 
ness  centre  in  which  Saturday  afternoon 
closing  has  been  tried  for  many  years.

Wherever  women's  courts  are  in  op- 
eration, good  has  resulted,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  this  twentieth  century 
reform  will  become  general.  While  the 
establishment  of  a  provincial  Industrial 
School,  where  young  girls,  found  guilty 
of  wrongdoing  of  any  kind  can  be 
taught  to  win  back  their  self  respect 
and  be  self-supporting,  is  a  matter  of 
congratulation,  it  w«uld  be  better  if  It 
V«e  possible  that  these  girls  should 
be  tried  and  judged  hy  a  good  woman. 
It  has  been  shown  that  women  of  the 
type  of  Mary  Barteltne  and  Catherine 
Davie  are  not  sentimentalists.  Nona 
know  better  that  "the  way  of  the  trans- 
gressor Is  hard,"  but  both  believe  that 
punishment  should  be  remedial,  and  that 
cures  of  moral,  ills  cannot  be  effected 
without  sympathy,  hope  and  love. 

Tbe  Woman's  Coagxaaa 

Representatives  of  6,500.000  women 
will  meet  next  month  at  Rome  and 
throughout  all  EngllBh-speaking  coun- 
tries, the  continent  of  Europe  and  some 
of  the  countries  of  South  America  and 
Asia  delegates  are  planning  to  leave 
home,  if  they  have  not  already  done  bo. 

Tvo  are  apt  to  think,  because  the 
Woman's  Council  was  instituted  in  Can- 
ada by  the  Countess  or  Aberdeen,  wife 
of  the  Governor-General,  that  the  soci- 
ety is  chiefly  British.  The  troth  Is 
that  the  majority  of  members,  3,000,000, 
belong  to  the  United  States,  and  that  it 
was  founded  by  Susan  B.  Anthony,  an 
American  woman. 

The  organization  has  proved  itself 
suited  to  most  countries  and  it  has  re- 
sulted In  much  good.  The  Congress, 
Quinquennial,  as  It  is  often  called,  meets 
every  five  years  on  the  same  date  as 
the  meeting  of  the  International  Coun- 
cil,  which  assembles  annually. 

As  all  Council  women  know,  th«i  last 
meeting  was  held  1n  Toronto  in  'the 
midsummer  of  1909.

Harold  A.  Hilton,  the  British  ama- 
teur golt  champion  and  1911  American 
champion,  is  not  grieved  when  he  sees 
any  of  the  "old  guard"  of  the  British 
proff  jsjonals  put  out,  as  he  believes  it 
makea  -.for  tno  benefit  of  the  sport. 

As  Hilton  himself  is  one  of  the  ama- 
teur old  guard,  sharing  so  many  of  the 
premier  honors  of  golf  in  England  with 
John  Ball  as  to  make  his  name  a  rather 
monotonous  feature  in  the  annual  re- 
port of  the  British  championships,  his 
views,  which  follow,  on  the  subject  of 
new  blood,  have  a  peculiar  force : 

"The;  rising  professional  of  the  pres- 
ent day  has  an  extremely  difficult  row  that  lack  White 
to  hoe  before  he  can  draw  near  the  top 
of  the  tree  In  his  business.  Nowadays 
he  is  faced  hy  a  much  more  formidable 
task  than  were  his  predecessors  in  their 
youthful  days.  lh  Ji«  John  Henry 
Taylor  leaped  into  fame  In  one'  single 
bound,  and  in  1894  he  was  firmly 
,,- l,«*jablishe4  ^MmM-tiic  leading  .three 
Players— if  not  Indeed  the  leading  player 
—in  the  land.  One  must  admit  that 
Taylor  is  a  golfer  who  matured  very 
o.uiokly,  and  that  at  the  age  of  23,  with 
comparatively  little  experience,  he  ex- 
hibited an  exceptional  genius  for  golf; 
but  a  close  analysis  of  the  game  as  It 
was  played  In  those  far-off  days,  and 
of  the  opposition  which  had  to  he  over- 
come, plainly  euggests  that  the  com- 
parison with  the  task  which  Bay  and 
Duncan  have  had  to  surmount,  a  com- 
paratively simple  ope. 

"Without  in  any  way  disparaging  the 
fine  players  against  whom  Taylor's 
;early  triumphs  were  achieved,  we  think 
it  could  not  for  a  moment.be  contended, 
that,  they  had  brought  their  same  to 
the  wonderful  pitch  of  perfection  otUln- 
od^byi'Vardon;  Taylor  and  Braid  In  re- 
.cerit',yearsv';«.;"  >.' 

•>V^  evidence  >ot.  the  magnitude  of  the 
task  the  younger  player'  Is  presented 
with  in  the  present  day,  we  need  only 
potn>'out .that,  though  both  Ray  and 
Duncan — and  Tom  Ball  also  might  well 
be  Included— have  all  been  playing  the 
very,  finest  golf  for  some  five  or  six 
years  of  so,  the  sum  total  of  their  suc- 
cesses In  the  great  events  of  the  year 
has  been  limited  to  but  one  triumph 
apiece.

America,  in  which  h?  covered  the  mile 
on  a  graBS  track  in  4  minutes  18  S-6 
seconds.  Whether  this  record  will  be 
allowed  or  not  is  a  question,  but  it  cer- 
tainly was  good  running.

direct  from  the  exchequer;  that  such 
grants  should  only  be  made  la  respect 
of  seml-natlonal  services.  services 
though;  administered  locally  have  some 
of  the  characteristics  of  services  ad- 
ministered by  the  state. 

Tho  more  important  services  -which, 
in  the  opinion  of  tho  committee,  should 
be  included  among  semi-national  ser- 
vices are  education,  poor  relief,  police, 
main  roads,  public  health  and  criminal 
prosecution. 

Eduoation  Grants  Tola 

Uhder  the  beading  of  education  it  la 
recommended  that  there  should  be  in 
of.  the  present  arrangement,  a 
■giant  tu  each  local  authority  of 
thirty-six  shillings  per  child  In  average 
attendance,  with  the  addition  of  forty 
>per  cent  of  the  net  expenditure,  less 
the  produce  of  a  Td.  rata  No  area, 
however,"  should"  receive  a  grant  ex- 
ceeding two  thirds  of  its  net  expend- 
iture.   .■•".■ 

With  regard  to  County  Councils  out- 
side of  London,  a  grant  Is  recommended 
for  small  schools  of  approximately  five 
.shillings  per  child,  multiplied  '  by  the 
number  by  which  the v  average  attend- 
ance falls  short  of  200. 

The  total,  assessments  given  by  the 
state  under  the  present  system  amount 
to  £11,786,000.  and  the  net  Increase  in- 
volved in  the  committee's  proposals  Is 

185,000.  It  is  recommended  that  the 
police  grant  should  be.  one  half  of  the 
total  net  expenditure  including  pen- 
sions, the  total  sum  necessary  being 
£3,200,000. 

As  to  roads,  the  committee  recom- 
mend that  the  exchequer  grant  should 
cover  one  half  of  the  cost  of  main 
roads,  and  one  quarter  of  the  cost  of 
country  roads,  the  balance  of  the  cost 
of  main  roads  being  borne  by  the 
county  funds  to  which  should  also  be 
charged  one  quarter  of  the  coat  of  the 
•  ountry    roads. 

The  other  half  of  the  cost  of  country 
ruads,  it  is  recommended,  shoud  be 
borne  by  the  highway  districts  respon- 
sible for  their  upkeep.  Grants  of 
£1.800,000  for  main  roads  and  £600.000 
for  country  roads  are  recommended. 
The  total  relief  to  the  rates  of  all  the 
recommendations  of  the  committee 
would  be  £4,700,000,  of.  wh'ch  £1,000.000 
comes  under  the  heading  of  public 
health. 

Mow  Kan  Xa  Wot  Indorsed 
On  the  Important  question  of  the  rat- 
of  land  values  the  main  report  of 
the  committee  declares  against  the  pro- 
posed substitution  of  a  system  of  rat- 
ing based  wholly  upon  land  values  for 
the  present  system.  Among  other 
reasons  given  are  the  following:  That 
the  benefit  derived  by,  landowners,  using 
the  term  in  its  broadest  sense,  from 
tho  general  activity  and  expenditure  of 
the  oommunity  is  not  sufficient  to  jus- 
1 1  fy  the  charge  of  the  Whole  cost  of 
local  government,  present  and  prospect- 
ive, on  this  class;  that  other  olasses 
of  the  community  would  not  contribute 
wit  the  cost  of  communal  services

To  tho  layman,  perhape,  the  Italian 
war  lii  Tripoli  is  a  thing  of  the  past. 
To  those,  however,  who  have  made  a 
careful  study  of  the  situation  and  have 
followed  the  numerous ;  details  of  the 
moves  of  both  Turkey  and  Italy,  with 
respect  to  Tripoli  itself,  and  the  Aegean 
islands  atlll  occupied  by  the  Italians, 
the  final  chapter  in  that  Interesting 
episode  in  history  has  net  been  closed. 

During  the  progress  of  the  war,  the 
enormous  difficulties  with  which  the 
Italian  Government  would  be  faced,  even 
after,  they  had  established  themselves 
more  or  less  firmly  on  the  coast  of 
North  Africa  were  penitently  r  ***• 
ed  out.  It  is  the  habit  of 
Governments  pot  to  draw  unnecessary 
attention  to  Olfliculties  with  which  they 
are  faced,  and  those  In  a  position  to 
control  the  Italian  picrh  have  done 
their  best  to  prevent  the  circulation  of 
reports  of  a  situation  hardly  favorable 
to  Italy  in  Tripoli. 

Those,  who,  at  tho  commencement  of 
the  war,  led  the  cheering  of  the  troops 
as  they  embarked  and  Were  loudest  In 
their  support  of  the  policy  of  the  Gov- 
ernment in  undertaking  a  campaign 
which  would  add  so  much  more  terri- 
tory to  the  kingdom  of  Italy,  are  now 
the  first  to  object  to  the  raising  of 
taxes  necessary  to  pay  the  enormous 
costs  incurred. 

Pacification    Unaccomplished. 

Not  long  ago  a  conflict  of  no  mean 
proportions  took  place  between  the 
Italians  and  some  of  the  native  tribes 
not  far  from  Benghazi,,  and  the  fact 
tliat  similar  conflicts  occur  from  time  to 
time  is  sufficient  proof  that  the  pacifi- 
cation of  the  country  has  scarcely  yet 
been  accomplished. 

It  Is  not  generally  known  that  the 
number  of  Itallan-boru  troops  still  Quar- 
tered in  Tripoli  is  very  small.  In  fact  it 
may  be  said  that  they  are  confined  to  a 
small  garrison  in  Tripoli  itself.  Of 
Italian  officers  there  are  a  certain 
number,  but  they  are  Jn  command  of 
native  levies  only,  and  it  is  the  forma- 
Hon  of  these  native  levies  which  con- 
stitute so  interesting  a  feature  of  the 
'settlement  of  tho  country. 

Native  levies  do  not  usually  serve 
those  engaged  In  annexing  their  coun- 
try for  nothing.  Although  it  may  not 
generally  known.

City  and  Nome  are  to  be  linked  up 
by  rail.  In  five  years,  at  most,  an 
army  of  one  hundred  thousand  men  can 
be  landed  by  rati  within  ten  days  from 
the  States  into  the  heart  of  Alaska 
I  n  Ave  years  Victoria  and  Puget  Sound 
cities  will  be  so  completely  protected 
by  forts  and  batteries  that  no  enemy's 
ships  dare  approach  the  shores  of  the 
free  English-speaking  countries  west 
of  the  Rockies.  Vancouver,  within  Ave 
years  will  have  a  great  railway,  run- 
ning out  to  Behring  Sea.  She  will  have 
another  through  Peacp  River  Pass  run- 
ning out  to  the  Mackenzie  and  the 
Arctic  Ocean. 

Two  other  great  railroads  arc  linking 
Vancouver  through  the  Yellowhead  Pass 
with  the  Canadian  Prairie;  and  the 
Canadian  Pacific,  through  Its  double 
tracks  and  Its  great  tunnels,  will  soon 
have  the  shortest  and  best  highway 
across  the  continent  that  can  ever  be 
built.

ith  regard  to  the  acnuisttton .  p£,!H»t, 
for  housing  purpoaes  the  committee  as- 
sert that  the  high  cost  of  land,  while 
rarely  a  direct  cause  of  the  Inadequate 
supply  of  dwellings,  had  in  many  towns 
been  largely  responsible  for  their  closo 
crowding  upon  the  ground. 

In  many  cases  land  was  only  avail- 
able at  prices  which  rendered  it  difficult, 
to  effect  a  substantial  reduction  in  the 
number  of  houses  bulrt  to  the  acre,  nnd, 
in  some  cases,  the  cost  was  so  high  that 
the  construction  of  cottages  of  adequate 
size,  to  let  at  rents  which  working- 
class  families  could  afford  to  pay,  was 
wctl-nlght  impossible. 

Housing  conditions  in  mining  villages 
were  worse  than  in  any  other  industrial 
areas.  They  recommend  that  it  shall  be 
the  statutory  duty  of  all  local  author- 
ities to  see  that  adequate  and  sanitary 
accommodation  Is  available  for  the 
working-class  population  employed,  or 
reasonably  likely  to  be  permanently  res- 
ident,  within    their  area. 

Kvery  local  authority  Is  to  make  a 
complete  survey  of  housing  conditions 
in  Its  area  and  to  prepare,  within  a 
stipulated  period,  a  scheme  of  proposed 
action  under  the  housing  acts.  As  to 
the  necessary  land,  they  recommend  that 
a  Government  department  should  be 
empowered  to  make  orders  for  tho  com- 
pulsory leastng  of  agricultural  or  unde- 
veloped land,  and  for.  the  compulsory 
acquisition  of  wayleaves,  easements,  and 
mining  leases  by  private  Individuals, 
and  also  to  make  orders  for  the  right 
to  prospect  for  minerals  subject  to  cer- 
tain conditions.  For  certain  specified 
purposes  land  should  be  acquired  com- 
pulsorlly  by  means  of  a  resolution 
passed  by  the  local  authority  requiring 
the  land. 

Chancellor's    Tenure  'law   Urged 

As  to  tenure  the  committee  recom- 
mends that  the  Chancellor's  bill 
dealing  with  copyholds  should  become 
law,  with  certain  amendments.  One  of 
these  amendments  recommends  that  the 
lord's  right  of. escheat  on  failure  of 
heirs  should  be  abolished,  ami  another 
would  abolish  the  lord's  right  of  hunt- 
ing, fishing,  fowling  br  otherwise  tak- 
ing game,   lab  or  fowl  on  the  copyhold

They  will  likely 
move  an  amendment  to  suggest  a 
change  in  the  new  Maple  Creek  con- 
stituency which  Includes  the  ranching 
country  of  Southwestern  Saskatchewan. 
They  claim  that  the  constituency  as 
now  proposed  is  too  unwieldy  and  will 
ask  that  part  of  It  be  added  to  either 
the  now  Swift  Current  seat  or  Moose 
Jaw  seat.  In  the  case  of  both  Brltinh 
Columbia  and  Saskatchewan,  the 
changes  proposed  by  the  Liberals  are 
not  upon  grounds  of  gerrymandering 
or  "hiving"  of  Liberal  electors,  but 
solely  upon  reasons  of  convenience.  So 
far  in  Alberta  only  two  seats  have  been 
agreed  upon,  but,  as  Intimated  above, 
a  satisfactory  settlement  is  expected 
shortly.  An  interim  report  by  the  re- 
distribution committee  will  be  brought 
down   shortly.
